STUDY  OF  JOHN  FIFTEEN,  ONE  TO  ELEVEN 

This  message  about  the  Tine  and  the  branches 
was  spoken  by  Jesus  on  Hla  way  to  the  garden 
of  Cethsemane,  and  It  has  been  the  cause  of  much 
study  and  the  study  has  resulted  in  widely  differ¬ 
ing  opinions  about  what  it  teachea  The  differ¬ 
ences  being  largely  the  result  of  the  studenU 
trying  to  make  the  message  teach  what  they 
previously  believed. 

Calvinists,  and  all  who  hold  with  them  on  the 
question  oC'salvatlon,  take  the  position  that  the 
branches  consist  of  all  nominal  Christiana;  that 
the  fruit-bearing  branches  represent  the  real 
Christians,  and  the  no-fruit  bearing  branches 
represent  those  who  are  merely  nominal  Chris¬ 
tians.  Some  apeak  of  them  as  “tied  on"  branch¬ 
es;  while  all  Armlnians  in  belief  bold  that  the 
branches,  both  the  bearing  and  non-bearing,  rep¬ 
resent  genuine  Christians,  and  that  the  non- 
fruit  bearing  Christians  shall  be  cut  off  and  de¬ 
stroyed  because  they  fall  to  bear  fruit.  You  see 
>  there  is  a  marked  difference  between  honest  stu¬ 
dents.  < 

Let  us  If  possible,  lay  aside  what  we  think 
about  security  and  apostasy  and  study  the  mes¬ 
sage  to  find  out  Just  wbat  it  really  teaches.  The 
figure  used  is  very  striking  and  calls  for  very 
close  study.  Jesus  says  plainly  in  two  verses,  one 
and  five,  “I  am  the  vine.”  In  verse  one  He  says 
“I  am  the  true  vine.”  Indicating  that  there  was 
or  might  be,  a  Ine  that  was  not  true  Isaiah  in 
chapter  five,  speaks  of  Isreal  as  a  vineyard 
which  Ood  planted  and  which  was  disappointing 
because  It  brought  forth  wild  grapes.  Some  think 
Jesus  was  contrasting  Himself  with  that.  Be  that 
as  it  may,  He  said  "I  am  the  true  vine  and  ye  are 
the  branches."  He  does  not  intimate  anything 
about  false  branches  or  "tied-on"  branches.  He 
speaks  of  the  branches  as  "In  Me",  which  would 
Imply  actual  connection  with  Him.  By  His  own 
words.  He  Implies  that  some  of  the  branches  In 
Him  did  npt.  or  would  not,  or  might  not,  bear 
fruit.  He  also  says  plainly  that  the  Father  Is 
the  vine-keeper,  or  vinedresser,  and  tells  that 
every  branch  in  Him  that  does  not  bear  friut 
the  Father  takes  away.  Keeping  the  vine  Is 
strictly  the  Father's  business.  He  has  not  left 
That  to  angels  nor  to  men  He  takes  away  the 
barren  branches  and  prunes  the  branches  that 
bear 

Let  us  notice  closely  the  difference  between 
the  words  used  by  our  Lord  In  verse  two  and 
verse  six..  In  verse  two  the  Father  takes  away 
the  non-bearing  branch.  In  verse  six,  the  non- 
bearers  are  cast  away.  Quite  a  difference.  The 
word  for  “taketh  away"  in  verse  two.  is  "alrel'’, 
from  "alro",  and  is  translated  In  the  New  Tes¬ 
tament  three  times  by  the  word  “bear",  twice 
by  the  words  "bear  up",  once  by  the  word 
“carry”,  four  times  by  the  words  “lift  up",  once 
by  the  word  "loose”,  once  by  the  words  "put 
away"  twice  by  the  word  “remove",  twenty-five 
times  by  the  word  “take”,  twenty-five  times  by 
the  words  "take  away”,  and  thirty-two  times  by 
the  words  "take  up". 

The  words  translated  "cast  forth”  are  "able- 
the  exo,’  from  “ballo,"  which  is  translated  In 
the  New  Testament  by  the  word  cast  eighty  six 
times,  by  cast  out.  four  times,  by  lay  three  times 
by  pour  twice,  by  put  thirteen  times,  by  put  up 
once  by  send  three  times,  by  strike  once,  by 
throw  twice,  by  thrown  down  once,  and  by  thrust 
five  times. 

The  Savior's  use  of  words  was  not  by  accident 
nor  by  haphazard,  therefore  to  me  the  words. 
“Every  branch  In  me  that  heareth  not  fruit.  He 
taketh  away”  are  very  significant  They  suggest 
God's  pity  and  not  His  condemnation.  When  He 
sees  that  a  branch  In  Christ  is  so  weak,  or  so  en¬ 
vironed  or  so  afflicted  that  It  cannot  or  does  not 
bear  fruit.  He  takes  It  away.  His  purpose  for 
the  branches  In  the  vine  in  this  life  Is  fruit-bear¬ 
ing.  If  they  cannot  bear  fruit  they  are  no*  need¬ 
ed  here,  and  they  may  hinder  others,  therefore 
He  takes  them  away.  That  does  not  mean  that 
all  who  die  are  taken  away  because  they  do  not 
bear  fruit,  but  simply  that  those  who  do  not, 
or  oease  to  bear  fruit  ara  taken  away.  They  are 
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True,  but  Is  He  not  here  talking  about  the  figu¬ 
rative  branches?  Are  we  not  to  conclude  that 
men  are  the  ones  who  will  punish  the  real  oran- 
ches  that  do  not  live  In  fellowship  with  Him? 
Neither  God  nor  demons  are  mentioned  as  pun¬ 
ishing  the  no-abiding  branches.  That  Is  true  to 
fact  Men  look  on  the  backslidden  Christians 
as  dead  brances.  Men  pick  them  up  on  the  fork 
of  criticism.  Men  censure  them  as  hypocrites. 
Men  make  them  burn  with  conscious  shame 
here,  by  treating  them  with  contempt;  as  weak¬ 
lings,  or  as  mocking  hypocrites.  If  you  doubt 
this,  and  arc  a  real  branch,  a  real  Christian,  try 
it  by  leaving  off  liv^ig  in  fellowship  with  your 
Lord  and  by  going  into  sin.  David  tried  it,  and 
ht  said  "My  tears  have  been  my  meat  day  and 
night,  whilp  they  continually  say  unto  me'  where 
is  thy  God.'  ’  A  man  came  to  me  once  and  said, 
"1  am  the  most  miserable  man  on  earth.”  "What 
'Is  the  matter?’,  I  asked.  He  said,  "I  am  not  fit 
to  live  with  the  Christians,  and  I  feel  all  the 
time  that  sinners  are  treating  me  with  contempt." 
God  pity  Uuch!  Men  make  them  to  burn  with 
shame.  Just  as  they  did  Peter  that  awful  night 
when  he  denied  his  Lord.  I  know:  Bor  I  nave 
tried  it. 

That  is  s  tmt  Jesus  meant  here.  He  was  not 
talking  about  after  death  but  now.  Those  wbo 
are  nut  reajlly  Christians,  but  have  professed  to 
be,  may  go  .ack  Into  sin  and  not  feel  shame  and 
burning  of  heart  because  of  the  treatment  of 
men.  but  real  Christians  cannot.  Jesus  is  here 
talking  of  this  life.  The  lesson  Is  concerning 
lime  and  pot  eternity.  We  have  missed  itby 
making  bearing  fruit  save  the  soul,  or  not  near¬ 
ing  fruit  damn  It.  If  we  abide  In  our  Lord  s 
sweet  fellowship  we  shall  bear  some  fruit,  and 
dial'  bt  happy  in  Him.  If  we  do  not  abide  In 
Ills  fellowship  we  will  not  develop  in  the  Curie- 
tian  life  and  graces,  and  the  gazing  eyes  of  cri¬ 
ticising  men  will  make  our  very  souls  to  burn 
within  us  for  shame.  As  soon  as  wc  break  fel¬ 
lowship  with  our  Lord  and  enter  Into  sin  we 
begin  to  wither.  Our  Christian  life- withers,  in 
short  we  shrivel  as  flowers  without  water  Then 
men  begin,  telr  task  of  gathering  and  burning, 
and  we  feel  the  Justness  of  their  condemnation. 
This  does  not  mean  the  soul  will  be  sent  to  bell 
when  we  die,  but  It  does  mean  deep  burnings  of 
heart  because  of  the  consciousness  that  we  have 
sinned  and  broken  fellowship  with  our  Lord 
Such  are  the  teachings  of  this  lesson,  as  I  see 
them.

MOKE  ABOUT  THE  MOVIES 
By  J.  B.  Cranflll 

In  response  to  the  article  published  recently 
In  your  columns.  I  have  received  a  large  number 
of  letters,  and  have  been  strongly  confirmed, 
by  these  replies  to  my  request  In  the  convic¬ 
tion  that  the  time  Is  ripe  In  every  way  for  the 
Christian  o,en  and  women 'of  America  to  do 
something  to  stem  the  tide  of  destruction  and 
shame  that  is  being  borne  in  upon  us  by  vicious 
pictures.  Some  of  these  letters  have  corns  from 
men  high  In  our  denominational  ranks,  both  In 
point  of  service  and  responsibility.  Many  of  them 
have  come  from  gent'e-hearted  women — moth¬ 
ers—  whose  children  are  being  engulfed  In  the 
maelstrom  of  the  moving  picture  flood.  A  num¬ 
ber  are  from  quiet  and  consecrated  country  min¬ 
isters,  while  others  are  from  pastors  of  large 
city  churches.  I  had  extracts  made  by  my  sec¬ 
retary  of  all  these  letters  and  once  thought  of 
publishing  them,  but  It  would  be  a  document  too 
voluminous  for  your  columns. 

The  remarkable  thing  about  It  all  Is  that  not 
one  man  or  woman  of  means  wrote  me  tendering 
financial  assistance  In  so  Important  an  enter¬ 
prise.  Despite  all  this,  I  planned  at  one  time 
to  Join  In  the  creation  of  a  150,000  corporation 
to  undertake  the  task  to  which  I  referred  In  my 
former  article  However,  the  more  I  went  Into 
the  matter  the  more  I  saw  that  any  company 
with  a  small  capitalisation  would  b  eentlrely  in¬ 
adequate  to  the  task  that  oar  Christian  leaders 
and  statesmen  should  undertake.  For  Instanse. 
there  are  twenty  thouMnd  or  more  moving  pi* 
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may  be  affiliated  with,  or  controlled  by  a  con¬ 
vention,  or  conventions,  or  an  association,  or  as¬ 
sociations,  whether  voluntary  and  un-incorpora¬ 
ted,  or  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  state, 
or  any  other  state,  and  ooulposed  of  members, 
delegates,  representatives,  or  messengers  of  or 
from  any  church'or  religious  association  organ¬ 
ized  and  conducted  under  the  congregational 
form  of  church  govermeut". 

The  Commute  on  Legal  Status  visited  Nash¬ 
ville  in  the  early  spring  aud  were  Informed  as 
to  the  various  steps  we  bad  taken.  They  gave 
very  hearty  approval  to  what  w  e  had  done  and  at 
the  last  session  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  recommended  that  the  Sunday  School 
Hoard  re-incorporate  under  Uiib  new  law,  which 
they  deemed  so  satisfactory  as  to  recommend  It' 
to  all  the  other  boards  as  a  procedure  which  they 
might  safely  follow. 

1  wish  now  to  report  that  the  Sunday  School 
Hoard,  following  the  instructions  given  at  Chat¬ 
tanooga,  has  re  incorporated  under  this  new  law, 
aud  the  entire  assets  have  boon  legally  transfer-

and  the  entire  Association  sown  down  in  Mission 
Literature  and  Classes.  May  we  find  as  did  the 
Psalmist,  “Thy  Word  have  I  hid  in  mine  heart 
that  I  might  not  sin  against  Thee'.  That  we  may 
know  that  the  Word  of  God  Is  as  truly  necessary 
to  the  spiritual  growth  as  food  Is  to  the  physi¬ 
cal  growth,  and  that  the  Word  of  God  must  be 
hid  in  our  hearts  If  we  are  to  bring  forth  fruit 
worthy  of  the  Master.  And  may  we  in  this,  our 
second  Associations!  year,  realise  as  we  have 
never  before  that  "Only  by  listening  to  His  TOlce 
can  we  get  the  guidance  that  we  need  In  solv¬ 
ing  the  problems  and  perplexities  that  are  ours.

AN  ACCOMPLISHED  FACT 
I.  J.  Vuf  Ness,  Cor.  Sec'y 

For  two  or  three  years  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  has  bad  a  Committee  on  the  Legal 
Status  of  the  Boards,  which  has  been  investiga¬ 
ting  the  Important  subject  of  the  chartering  of 
our  various  Institutions  and  organizations. 

The  Sunday  School  Board  through  this  period 
baa  been  earnestly  striving  to  meet  the  wishes 
of  the  Convention  In  every  way  and  to  safe¬ 
guard  the  properties  which  are  held  In  trust  by 
us  for  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  In  the 
course  of  our  Investigations  we  discovered  that 
In  Tennessee  there  was  need  of  special  legisla¬ 
tion  for  chartering  Baptist  Institutions  and  or¬ 
ganisations.  The  law  recognized  "churches"  and 
"denominations”,  but  these  were  declared  to  be 
synonymous  terms,  and  there  was  no  recognition 
of  the  Baptist  form  of  procedure  but  rather  of 
ecclesiastical  organizations  with  actual  powers 
We  therefore  Introduced  a  bill  Into  tbs  Jast  Leg¬ 
islature  providing  for  the  organisation  ef  Ban- 
day  School  boards  to  be  controlled  by  Baptist 
bodies  The  phraseology  may  be  of  Interest  to 
the  general  reader  for  so  far  as  we  could  find 
It  Is  the  first  time  our  Baptist  language  has 
**e«n  thus  expressed.

Now  this  is  exactly  whit  is  hiappeiiing,  what 
will  logical'y  and  inevltully  happen  to  people 
who  base  their  eccleiasticnl  policy  upon  exped¬ 
iency  and  their  religious  nracticee  upon  conven¬ 
ience  or  human  preference  The  people  who  gay 
“We  wt’i  baptize  you  in  anyway  you  prefer  to  be 
baptized,  base  their  action  not  an  the  expressed 
will  of  God  in  the  Bible  but  upon  the  human 
will.  The  people  who  say,  there  is  no  expressed 
command  in  the  Bible  to  laptise  infants,  but  It 
may  be  deduced  as  an  infirence  or  a<|  a  helpful 
means  of  tying  the  children  to  the  church,  have 
abandoned  the  Book  as  authority  and  have  b«- 
gun  “teaching  for  doctrinls  the  commandments 
of  men.”  These  people  have  fplt  the  shaking 
ecclesiastical  system  trem fling  over  their  beads 
under  such  assaults  upodl  the  Bible  and  real¬ 
izing  that  the  complete  |demolishlng  of  their 
house  is  coming,  they  are  willing  to  flee  to  some 
conglomerate  union  and  tfke  satisfaction  in  the 
destruction  of  all  denoidinatioms.  With  them 
it  Is  "A  plague  upon  all  y|ur  houses.’’  You  may 
do  away  with  all  denominations  which  have 
their  faith  built  on  the  ajknd  of  human  prefer¬ 
ence  wnd  will,  but  the  gatis  of  hell  will  not  pre¬ 
vail  against  one  built  of  the  truth  of  God’s 
Word  .

IS  TIIKKE  A  NECESSARY  CONNECTION? 

Is  there  a  uecesaaiy  connection  between  the 
uniouixlng  teudency  among  some  of  the  denom- 
lualiuual  leaders  and  the  teudeucy  to  deny  tue 
diVlue  authority  and  infallibility  of  the  Bible? 
There  is  no  doubt  that  these  two  movements 
among  theological  and  ecclesiastical  represen¬ 
tatives  exist.  Aud  there  can  be  no  question  that 
they  appeared  if  not  contemporaneous  y  ,  at 
least  very  close  together  in  point  of  time.  It  wil, 
hardly  be  queationed,  either>  that  many  leading 
advocates,  of  both  movements  are  the  same  men. 
The  forces  seeking  denominational  diaiutegra 
tion,  federation  and  amalgamaton  have  swooped 
down  upon  ug  at  the  same  time  that  we  are  at¬ 
tacked  by  the  cohorts  seeking  to  take  away 
from  us  the  Infallible  word  of  God.  Is  there  any 
kind  of  kinship  among  these  invaders? 

We  ought  to  recognize  that  in  the  fight  to 
promote  the  intereau  of  the  Kingdom  of  God, 
our  conflict  la  not  with  flesh  and  blood,  it  la 
not  with  individual  men  scattered  here  and 
there  It  lg  not  with  man  at  all.  There  is  an  in¬ 
visible  spiritual  world  power  behind  the  activi¬ 
ties  of  men  which  operates  with  the  strategy 
of  a  field-marshall,  and  keep  in  toucu  with  and 
controll  of  all  the  forces  opposing  the  Kingdon 
01  God.  We  ought  to  keep  in  mind  that  out 
•  wrestling  la  against  the  princ.palitiea,  against 
the  powers,  against  the  world  rulers  of  thla  dark 
ness,  ugalnst  the  spiritual  hoats  of  wickedness  in 
the  heavenly  realms. "  We  have  not  a  battle  to  be 
fought  merely  but  a^campaigu  to  coutrout.  We 
haave  not  a  mere  attack  ou  one  front  of  our 
fa.th)  but  an  assault  to  meet  along  the  whole 
line  of  our  belief  and  our  program  of  work. 

Let  It  also  be  kept  in  mind  that  faith  *a  us 
corresponds  to  the  morale  in  an  army.  That  la 
faith  in  the  truth  which  we  bold  aud  preach, 
faith  In  the  rlghteousueas  of  our  cause,  faith 
in  the  value  of  this  truth,  faith  in  its  power  to 
bring  victory,  and  faith  Id  Him  who  gave  us  the 
truth,  established  the  Kingdom  aud  guides  all 
our  activities.  To  destroy  the  morale  la  to  para 
tyze  the  whole  army.  To  weaken  or  destroy  faitl 
In  the  great  body  of  Christians,  is  to  dlaente- 
grate  the  body  and  diarupt  the  whole  program 
of  work,  (jfot  nobody  suppose  that  faith  in  the 
great  facts  and  truths  of  the  Bible  may  be  ham¬ 
strung  and  yet  the  spirit  of  Christianity  w.ll 
survive. 

But  getting  back  to  the  original  quest  on;  Is 
there  any  necessary  connection  between  this  ef¬ 
fort  to  lessen  the  autrority  of  the  Bible,  and 
the  overriding  of  distinctive  denominational  con¬ 
viction  and  the  undermining  of  denominational 
integrity?  We  believe  that  there  Is  and  that  it 
will  appear  to  anyone  who  studies  the  subject 
closely.  Is  It  not  the  same  voice  which  says,  “The 
Bible  is  not  to  be  taken  as  sn  absolute  and  in- 
errant  guide  but  an  example  of  a  highly  develop-

HOME  OBJECTIONS  TIT  TITHING  ANSWERED 
J.  O.  Bow,  D.  D.,  Louisville,  Kj. 


The  seriousness  of  the  Evolution  Issue,  and  the 
fearful,  fatal  consequences  of  accepting  Evolu¬ 
tion  and  believing  In  It  are  not  realised  by  many 
real  Christian  people. 

In  the  first  place,  much  contusion  Is  caused, 
and  many  of  God's  people  are  misled  by  the 
trimming,  bordering  on  hypocrisy  of  some 
preachers  and  editors.  They  call  progression  or 
development  Evolution,  solely  to  curry  favor 
with  Evolutionists.  They  know  that  Evolution 
has  a  well  defined  meaning;  yet  they  use  the 
word,  meaning  progression  or  development,  that 
they  may  stand  In  with  Evolutionists,  and  their 
sympathioers  and  avoid  the  odium  of  standing 


1.  The  non-tither  says  with  Paul,  "For  ye  are 
not  under  the  law,  but  under  grace."  But  he 
quotes  scripture  like  the  devil.  He  leaves  out  the 
things  that  do  not  suit  his  purpose.  Paul  im 
mediately  says.  “What  then?  Shall  we  sin,  be 
cause  we  are  not  under  the  law  bu^  under 
grace?"  Will  you  c'aim  exemption  from  duty  be¬ 
cause  you  are  under  grace?  Someone  ha»  said 
the  man  who  has  less  gratitude  and  lore  under 
grace  than  under  law  is  a  disgrace. 

Obedience  Is  the  evidence  of  love.  Samuel 
said,  "To  obey  Is  better  than  sacrifice.”  and  Je 
sus  said,  "If  a  man  love  me  he  will  keep  my 
words." 

A  gift  Is  an  expression  of  love.  God  loved  the 
world  and  gave  His  Son,  Jesus  loved  us  and  gave 
Himself. 

Now  we  are  saved  by  grace,  are  under  grace. 
Will  we  lojve  God  less  than  th?  Jew  who  was 
?  Shall  we  with  less  gratitude 
Jove,  by  witho’ding  more  from  God 


under  the  law 
show  less 
than  those  under  the  law? 

a.  Hi-  says  it  originated  with  the  Jews,  and  to 
require  Christians  to  tithe  places  them  under  the 
law  of  the  Jews,  and  that  it  is  Judaizlng.  That 
cannot  be  true  for  tithing  Is  older  than  the  Jew¬ 
ish  nation. 

When  Abraham  met  Melchlzedek  and  paid 
tithes  unto  him,  there  was  as  yet  no  Jewish 
nation. 

When  Jacob  slept  as  Bethe',  and  God  verified 
unto  him  the  promise  made  unto  his  fathers, 
when  he  shw  the  wonderful  vision  of  the  ladder 
reaching  frjon^  earth  to  heaven,  and  God  stood 
above  it  and  blessed  him.  Jacob  said,  "Of  ail 
that  thou  Shalt  give  me  I  will  surely  give  the 
tenth  to  ttyee.” 

When  the  Jews  became  a  nation  God  in  His 
wisdom  and  love  had  them  adopt  the  tithe 
It  began  before  the  nation.  Was  adopted  by  tnem 
at  the  command  of  God.  D'd  not  originate  with 

them. 

It.  The  objector  says  t*V  Ian  was  annulled, 
done  away.  What  law?  He  assumes  that  all  law 
pertaining  to  the  Jews  was  abrogated.  Then  the 
moral  law  ds  not  In  force.  Is  not  binding  now. 
In  that  case  he  can  He.  and  steal,  and  kl'l,  and 
desecrate  the  Lord's  day,  and  covet  his  neigh¬ 
bor's  good*,  commit  adultery,  and  so  on  to  the 
end  of  the  catalogue. 

Paul  sain,  ''For  what  the  law  could  not  do 
in  that  ifj  was  weak  through  the  flesh  6od 
sending  His  own  Son  in  the  likeness  of  sinful 
flesh,  and  for  sin  condemned  sin  In  the  flesh; 
that  the  righteousness  of  the  law  might  be  ful¬ 
filled  tn  us  who  walk  not  after  the  flesh  but  af¬ 
ter  the  Sp)lrit."  "Because  the  carnal  mind  Is  en¬ 
mity  agalrtst  God;  for  it  Is  not  subject  to  the 
law  of  Ooq.  neither  Indeed  pair  be." 

Tesi,  the  law  requiring  animal  sacrifices  was 
annulfed.  the  Passover  was  done  away  with.  Be¬ 
cause  these  sacrifices  were  types  of  the  "Ijunb 
of  God  that  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world.” 
“For  us  even  Christ  our  passover  Is  sacrificed 
for  us.”  Only  such  things  as  were  fulfilled  in  the 
coming  and  life  and  death  of  Christ  were  done 
away.  Paul  said,  “Having  abolished  in  His  flesh 
the  enmity,  even  the  law  of  commandments  con¬ 
tained  in  ord'nances.”  Eph.  2:15.  Again,  “Blot¬ 
ting  out  the  handwriting  of  ordinances  that  was 
against  us,  which  were  contrary  to  us  and  took 
It  out  of  the  way,  nailing  it  to  His  cross.”  Col. 
2:14. 

4.  Again  the  objector  claims  the  whole  thing 
wan  annulled  by  Paul,  when  he  said,  "Upon  the 
first  day  of  the  week,  let  everyone  of  you  lay 
hy  him  In  store  as  God  has  prospered  him  that 
there  be  no  gatherings  when  I  come.”  1  Cor. 
1(1:2.  Mark  ydu.  there  ls  a  definite  proportion. 
"As  God  has  prospered."  And  no  where  Is  there 
an  Intlnnation  that  God  demands  less  than  one- 
tenth.  He  required  this  of  the  Jews,  "Will  a 
man  rob  God?  Yet  ye  have  robbed  me.  But  ye 
sav,  ‘wherein  have  we  robbed  thee’.  In  tltnes  and 
offerings.  Ye  are  cursed  with  a  curse,  for  ye 


rest.”  But  is  was  spoken  to  the  ’Jews,  and  ac 
cording  to  your  reasoning,  does  not  apply  to  us. 
No  comfort  here  for  earth's  sorrowing;  ones. 

Then  the  Beatitudes.  “Blessed  are  the  poor 
in  spirit  for  theirs  is  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven.” 
But  you  dare  not  appropriate  the  promise  If  the 
meek,  they  that  hunger  after  righteousness,  '.he 
things  Jesus  spoke  to  Jews  does  niot  apply  to  us. 
o  oi  ».ie  otner  b'essednesses,  the  mourner,  thy 
merciful,  the  pure  In  heart,  the  peacemaker,  the 
persecuted,  tc  All  these  things  Were  spoken  to 
the  Jews,  and  is  therefore  not  applicable  to  you. 
If  for  this  reason,  the  command  to  tithe  does 
not  apply  to  you. 

Oh,  how  we  have  doted  on  John  3:16.  have 
preached  about  it,  and  begged  sinners  to  believe 
It  have  set  it  forth  as  the  very  epitome  ol  the 
gospel.  "For  God  so  loved  the  world  that  He 
gave  His  only  begotten  Son,  that  whosoevek-  be- 
lieveth  In  Him.  should  not  perish  hut  have  over¬ 
lasting  life."  And,  “He  that  believeth  or  me 
hath  everlasting  life”.  Again,  “Him  that  co  neth 
unto  me  I  will  In  no  wise  cast  out.” 

Blessed  promises,  gracious  provisions,  mani¬ 
festation  of  mercy,  grace  and  love.  But  ttand 
back,  sir!  There  things  were  spoken  to  the  Jews, 
and  yon  have»no  right  to  claim  thjem  if  you  will 
rejpet  the  saying  of  Jesus — “Thjese  things  ye 
ought  to  have  done." 

Once  more,  turn  over  to  John  fourteen  lead 
it  lim  once  more.  "Let  not  your  heart  be  trou- 
b'ed:  ye  that  believe  In  God,  believe  also  Ir  me. 
In  my  fathers  house  ace  many  mansions:  if  it 
were  not  so,  I  would  have  told  you.  I  go  to 
prepare  a  place  for  you.  And  If  I  go  and  prepare 
a  place  for  you.  I  will  come  agilp,  and  re  ceive 
vc  i  unfo  myself,  that  where  I  am  ther .  ye 
may  be  also.” 

Now  cut  these  blessed  words;  out  of  four 
Bible  cast  away  the  consolation  that  has  com¬ 
forted  the  hearts  of  all  believers  for  alntteen 
centuries,  as  wo  thought  of  heaven  and  hime, 
the  home  where  Jesus  and  our  loved  ones  are. 
If  on'y  the  Jews  were  to  tithe,  because  It  was 
to  them  Jesus  said,  "These  things  ye  ought  to 
b  .v  done.”  Then  in  these  bless  id  words  ytgi 
have  no  part  nor  lot.  These  wordi  were  sp  )ken 
to  the  Jews.  "Why  call  ye  me.  Lord.  Lord  and 
do  not  the  things  which  I  say?” 
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a  plain  language:  but  if  Evolution  Is  true,  nere 
is  another  lie  In  Genesis.  But  the  Savior  endor¬ 
sed  Genesis  as  the  Word  of  God.  If  Evolution 
is  true,  the  Savior  endorsed  all  these  lies  In 
Genes's  as  the  word  of  God.  If  the  Savior  did 
not  know  they  were  lies  he  was  Ignorant  and 
made  a  mistake;  but  Deity  is  not  Ignorant  and 
does  not  make  mistakes,  therefore  the  Savior 
was  not  really  God's  Son,  Deity.  If  he  did  know 
that  these  lies  were  in  Genesis,  then  he  wilfully 
lied  and  deceived  when  he  said  that  Genesis  Is 
the  Word  of  God.  But  the  Son  of  God,  Deity, 
would  not  lie  and  deceive,  therefore  the  Savior 
was  not  the  Son  of  God,  not  real  Deity.  But  if 
he  was  not  the  Son  of  God  real  Deity,  he  could 
not  really  redeem  us  from  our  sin,  and  we  are 
left  in  our  sin.  But  If  he  was  not  God's  Son,  not 
real  Deity,  then  his  teachings  havo  no  authority 
from  God — maybe  there  is  no  Hell  anyhow  and 
we  don't  need  any  Savior. 

To  show  that  this  is  what  Evolution  leads  to. 
it  has  recently,  after  investigation  been  shown 
that  only  thirty-six  per  cent  of  the  teachers  of 
psychology  even  believe  in  the  immortality  of 
the  soul;  only  thirty-three  per  cent  of  the  teach¬ 
ers  of  biology  and  only  thirteen  per  cent  of  the 
teachers  of  sociology  believe  in  the  immortality 
ot  the  soul.  If  it  has  that  effect  on  the  teach¬ 
ers,  what  will  It  do  with  our  boys  and  girls  In 
the  high  schools  and  our  young  men  and  women 
in  our  colleges! 

Now  let's  get  the  gravity  of  the  issue;  Evolu¬ 
tion  Is  taught  In  every  State  University  In  the 
South;  most  of  our  high  school  teachers  are 
trained  in  these  State  schools:  Evolution  is 
taught  in  many  of  the  books  that  are  taught  in 
these  h'gh  schools.  The  fatal,  soul-destroying 
teaching  Is  thus  being  drilled  Into  our  boys  and 
glr's  right  under  the  noses  of  their  Baptist,  Cath- 
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lie,  Disciple.  Episcopalian,  Methodist  and  I’res 


are  a  dozen  lies  in  the  first  three  chapters  of  G«n 
esis;  that  the  Savior  was  either  mistaken  or  a 

willful  deceiver  when  he  endorsed  Genesis  as 
God's  Inspired  word;  that  he  Is  therefore  not 
God's  Son,  not  real  Deity;  that  he  therefore 
could  not  redeem  us  from  our  sin;  that  his 
teachings  therefore  have  no  authority  from  God, 
and*  that  he  was  only  the  bastard,  illegitimate 
son  of  a  fallen  woman. 

This  controversy  gives  me  no  pleasure.  I 
knew  what  It  was  going  to  cost  me  before  I 
wrote  a  line;  I  counted  the  cost;  If  our  Lord 
tarries,  1  will  carry  the  scars  to  my  grave.  Out 
I  would  rather  be  hounded  to  my  grave  by  every 
Baptist  of  the  South,  and  every  high  school 
teacher,  than,  In  order  to  escape  odium  ana 
scorn  and  cutt'ng  criticism,  be  silent  when  the 
eternal  destiny  of  so  many  of  our  young  people, 
the  sarrednesa  and  authority  of  God's  word,  and 
the  Deity  of  my  Lord,  my  Redeemer,  are  wrap¬ 
ped  up  In  this  Issue.  Let  who  will  show  bravado 
by  loudly  acclaiming  the  unsoudnesa  of  North¬ 
ern  Baptists,  and  then  play  the  spaniel  and  boot- 
lick  whin  the  same  teaching  is  in  our  own 
schools  and  cursing  our  own  people.  But  there 
are  some  who  will  never  let  up  till  this  fearful, 
fatal,  soul  destroying,  Christ  dethroning  teach¬ 
ing  is  driven  from  our  Baptist  colleges  and  from 
the  high  schoola  of  our  land.  William  Jennings 
Bryan  has  consecrated  the  balance  of  his  life  to 
It.  and  he  la  not  alone.  There  are  yet  "lisft  seven 
thousand  in  Israel  all  the  knees  which  have  not 
bowed  unto  Baal."  "Who  then  la  on  the  Lord'a 
side?” 


ever,  a  question  of  the  wisdom  of  the  campaign, 
or  the  amount  pledged.  The  moment  we  made 
the  subscription,  wedocurred  a  sacred  debt,  and 
made  a  solemn  covenant  with  Christ.  Surely  we 
cannot  afford  to  repudiate  a  debt  to  Deity,  and 
disannul  a  covenant  with  God.  The  money  ta  as 
truly  the  Lord's  as  though  it  had  already  been 
laid  upon  Hla  altar.  We  have  made  our  vows 
unto  the  Lord,  and  we  confidently  believe  they 
will  be  fulfilled.  Baptists  have  been  Inured  to 
sacrifice  and  suffering.  With  the  spirit  of  un¬ 
surpassed  heroism,  they  have  gone  to  the  prison 
and  the  stake,  and  It  is  now  too  late  to  falter 
In  the  presence  of  a  sacrifice,  that  la  but  our 
reasonable  service. 

The  work,  as  already  planned,  demands  the 
payment  of  every  penny  pledge#  to  our  various 
denominational  enterprises.  These  to  whom  we 
have  committed  the  management  of  our  mis¬ 
sion  enterprises,  have  rightly  based  their  es¬ 
timates  upon  our  promises. 

Shall  our  missionaries  be  recalled,  because 
Southern  Baptists  will  not  kep  faith  with  a  cov¬ 
enant-keeping  God?  God  Almighty  forbid!  There 
jJ*  no  real  reason,  nor  plausable  excuse,  for  not 
1  meeting  our  obligations.  Financial  conditions 
have  greatly  improved  in  the  past  few  montna 
Business  men,  generally,  believe  the  period  of 
depression  past  and  that  better  times  await  na 
Money  is  easy,  and  can  be  obtained  at  a  reason¬ 
able  Interest.  Cotton,  upon  which  many  of  our 
people  depend,  is  bringing  good  prices,  with 


byterian  fathers  and  mothers;  and  they  are  pay¬ 
ing  the  taxes  to  hare  it  done;  and  men  are  held 
up  to  scorn  and  ridicule  and  branded  as  '  extre¬ 
mists"  who  darq  try  to  expose  the  terrible  dan- 

gar. 

The  damnable  Bible-destroying,  soul  destroy¬ 
ing  teaching  heads  up  In  our  Bute  Universities; 
but  we  are  powerless  to  reach  it  there,  because 
these  universities  are  either  heavily  endowed  or 
arts  safely  hidden  behind  politics;  and  tne  pro¬ 
fessors  can  snap  their  fingers  In'our  faces.  They 
can  continue  to  stand  before  our  young  men  and 
women  and  say,  ''All  scientists  now  accept  Evolu¬ 
tion,"  never  having  the  honor  and  manhood  to 
tell  their  classes  that  many  great,  some  of  the 
greatest  scientists  never  accepted  Evolution,  and 
that  some  great  scientists  who  did  accept  it.  and 
wfote  in  favor  of  it,  afterward  repudiated  it, 
among  them  the  great  Virchow  and  Dr.  Wilhelm 
Maxwell  Wundt  of  Le^pslc.  . 

But  we  can  reach  the  high  school  teachers; 
w«  pay  the  taxes;  evefy  local  board  in  the  South 
ran  dismiss  every  teacher  who  teaches  Evolu¬ 
tion  in  our  high  schools  There  is  where  the 
battle  must  be  won  or  lost.  Are  we  under  the 
heel  of  the  Ctar  of  Russia,  to  be  forced  to  pay 
taxes  to  have  the  soul*  of  our  children  damned? 

Now.  as  to  the  gravity  of  this  Evolution  Issue 
among  Baptists  and  other  Christians;  How  dare 
we  open  our  mouths  against  Evolution  in  our 
State  Universities  as  long  as  we  say  nothing 
against  It  in  our  Baptist  and  other  Christian 
Colleges?  How  dare  we  try  to  have  high  school 
teachers  dismissed  for  teaching  Evolution  In  the 
high  school  and  yet  never  open  our  mouths  In 
protest  against  It  In  our  own  denominational 
schools?  I  should  have  been  ashamed  to  look 
an  honest  man  in  the  face  had  I  tried  to  have 
high  school  teachers  removed,  and  yet  never 
tried  to  expose,  never  protested  against  the  same 
fearful,  fatal  teaching  In  our  own  Baptist  schoola 
It  is  not  in  many  of  our  schools,  and  I  humbly  re¬ 
joice  that  it  Is  being  driven  ‘  out  of  some  of 
them.  I  am  not  ?  the  enemy  of  our 
schools;  I  am  pot  trying  to  hurt  them;  I  am  try¬ 
ing  to  save  them;  1  love  them;  never  a  night 
but  I  pray  for  them ;  1  shall  have  to  live  bard 
for  three  more  years  in  order  to  pay  my  sub¬ 
scription  toward  them; 'but  it  is  downright  dis¬ 
honesty  to  live  on  a  salary  of  Baptist  money  and 
then  teach  Evolution  in  our  Baptist  schoola;  and 
in  addition  act  the  sneak  and  teach  it  under  cov¬ 
er  and  never  dome  out  openly  and  above  board 
and  let  It  be  known,  and  never  have  the  man¬ 
hood  to  come  out  and  defend  the  teaching  in  the 
open.  But  beyond  the  dishonesty  and  unmanli- 
nesa  of  It  are  the  fearful  fatal  consequences;  ror 
every  honest  man  who  will  face  the  issue  will 
agree  with  Prof.  Huxley  who  said,  "Evolution, 
If  consistently  accepter),  makes  it  impossible  to 
believe  the  Bible.” 

But  the  fearful  barm  being  done  by  the  teach¬ 
ing  of  Evolution  In  the  denominational  schools 
Is  slight  compared  with  the  fatal  widespread 
curse  coming  upon  our  people  from  Evolution  be¬ 
ing  taught  In  the  high  schools.  The  plea  Is  made 
that  we  cannot  teach  religion  In  our  public 
■cools  As  William  Jennings  Bryan  aptly  puts 
it.

As  the  Editor  of  the  Western  Recorder  so  well 
puts  it,  we  do  not  pay  our  taxes  to  have  pagan¬ 
ism  taught  and  established;  for  every  one  who 
is  posted  knows  that  Evolution  was  taught  by 
the  pagans  and  comes  to  us  from  paganism. 

Let  the  Boards  of  Trustees  of  our  Baptist  col¬ 
leges  see  that  every  professor  who  teaches  Evo¬ 
lution  is  dismissed;  let  the  local  board  of  trus¬ 
tees  of  every  public  school  In  the  South  see  that 
eiery  teacher  of  Evolution  In  the  public  schools 
lx  dismissed;  or  let  them  have  the  honesty  and 
manhood  to  come  out  in  the  open  and  say  tnat 
It  Is  a  matter  of  no  concern  that  our  young  men 
and  women,  boys  and  glpls,  are  taught  that  there

We  must  keep  faith  with  God  If  ws  main¬ 
tain  our  standing  with  man. 

We  must  have  faith  in  the  success  of  this 
great  enterprise.  If  we  prophesy  failure,  our 
prophecy  will  likely  come  true.  The  measure  of 
our  success  will  be  according  to  the  ratio  of  our 
Ifalth.

At  the  meetings  In  June  and  Octo¬ 
ber  state  members  are  expected  to 
meet  with  these  committees  except 
when  the  Board  is  turned  into  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  the  whole  and  each  commit¬ 
tee  considers  its  matters  in  the  pre¬ 
sence  of  the  whole  Board. 

The  committees,  as  named  above, 
are  expected  to  make  themselves 
thoroughly  familiar  with  that  part 
of  the  work  with  which  they  are  re- 
spectlve’y  charged.  For  Instance 
the  committee  on  China  Is  expected 
to  make  a  study  of  China,  and  to  be 
ibie  to  make  safe  and  sound  recom¬ 
mendations  to  the  Board  concerning 
any  matter  which  is  under  considera¬ 
tion  affecting  the  work  In  China. 

Month  by  month  on  the  day  before 
the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board 
these  committees  are  called  together 
at  different  periods  in  the  day  and 
matters  which  are  sent  in  from  the 
missions  and  require  Board  action 
are  laid  before  the  committee  to 
which  It  appropriately  goes.  After 
-anvasslng  the  correspondence  in  t|>e 
case  and  deliberation  upon  the  mat¬ 
ters  presented,  the  committees  make 
up  their  recommendations  to  the 
Board,  and  these  recommendations 
are  the  next  day  brought  before  the 
Hoard  and  discussed  and  disposed  of 
either  favorably  or  unfavorably. 
When  the  work  for  the  month  Is 
light,  the  committees  are  called  to¬ 
gether  on  the  same  day  the  Board 
meets,  but  at  an  earlier  hour,  thus 
saving  the  time  of  the  men  who  *om- 
pose'the  Board  because  they  are  all 
busy  men. 

The  annual  appropriations  are 
based  on  estimates  which  are  sent 
into  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  by 
the  respective  missions  on  the  fields 
carefully  canvassed  and  agreement 
has  been  reached  upon  them  by  nil 
the  missionaries  represented  In  the 
respective  missions.  The  Secretaries 
canvass  these  estimates,  set  them  In 
committees  and  the  board  being  In- 
order  for  easy  handling  by  the  com¬ 
mittees  of  the  Board,  and  they  are 
then  presented  to  the  committees 
and  to  the  Board,  both  the  com¬ 
mittees  and  the  Board  are  Jn- 
vited  to  examine  all  the  correspond¬ 
ence  and  data  accompanying  the  es¬ 
timates  from  the  fields.  Let  It  be  re¬ 
membered  that  we  are  now  operating 
on  a  basis  of  approximately  three 
million  do'lars  a  year,  and  every  dol¬ 
lar  of  this  money  Is  appropriated  for 
definite,  designated  items  of  need  on 
the  foreign  field.  Appropriations  are 
not  made  In  lump  sums,  nor  on  In¬ 
dividual  appeal.  These  estimates 
range  In  Items  from  $10  to  $100,000, 
and  each  item  must  pass  a  careful 
scrutiny  and  run  the  gamut  of  secre- 


toutnern  Baptist  Convention  la 
charged  with  great  responsibility. 
.The  denomination  has  referred  to  it 
.ibe  management  of  its  greatest  en¬ 
terprise.  The  Board  takes  its  respon 
sibil. ty  seriously  and  is  seeking  to 
give  good  account  of  its  stewardship 

There  are  two  controlling  con¬ 
siderations  which  constantly  domi¬ 
nate  the  mind  of  the  Board.  The  first 
of  these  is  efficiency  and  the  other 
1  is  economy.  The  Board  expects  to 
be  Judged  by  these  two  standards  and 
it  invites  examination  on  these  two 
points  by  all  those  who  attempt  to 
make  up  Judgement  as  to  the  Board's 
conduct  of  the  work  or  the  expense 
account  which  it  creates  in  conduct 
ing  it. 

Fortunately  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  has  from  its  organisation  been 
located  in  one  city  in  the  oldest  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  South.  It  was  tor  nearly 
two-score  years  housed  in  the  same 
modest  rodms  on  Main  Street,  and 
since  that  time  has  occupied  rooms 
on  Sixth  Street.  It  has  had  few  ex¬ 
ecutive  Secretaries  In  the  seventy 
five  years  of  Its  history,  and  several 
members  of  the  Board  have  seved 
the  denomination  for  periods  rang¬ 
ing  from  forty  years  down  to  briefer 
periods.  There  has,  therefore  pre¬ 
sumably  been  a  conserving  of  accu¬ 
mulated  experience  In  missionary  ad¬ 
ministration,  and  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  Is  qualified  out  of  Us 
long  experience  to  expedite  business 
and  conduct  the  work  with  efficiency 
The  Board’s  familiarity  with  the 
work  makes  It  possible  for  it  to  ad¬ 
minister  this  large,  varied,  and  com¬ 
plex  work  with  an  ease  which  would 
be  quite  Impossible  to  a  similar  num¬ 
ber  of  men  who  might  now  at  any 
time  be  broken  Into  the  work. 

The  local  Board  consists  of  elgh 
teen  members  and  the  full  Board  of 
these  eighteen  and  eighteen  state 
members  beside.  No  paid  agent  of 
the  Board  Is  a  member  of  the  Board 
All  the  members  give  the  Board  their 
time  and  counsel  without  ever  re¬ 
ceiving  a  dollar  In  compensation 
This  Includes  the  lawyer  who  gives 
much  time  and  technical  knowledge 
to  the  varied  legal  Interests  of  the 
Board  and  the  doctor  who  examines 
the  Increasing  number  of  candidates. 
These  men  pass  on  all  the  appropria¬ 
tions.  but  do  it  as  volunteer  workers 
with  no  personal  Interest  to  serve. 

Twice  a  year.  In  June  and  October, 
the  full  Board  meets  In  Richmond. 
The  larger  number  of  missionary  ap¬ 
pointments  are  made  at  the  June 
meeting  and  It  Is  thought  to  be  Im¬ 
portant  that  all  the  members  shall 
be  present  to  satisfy  themselves  con¬ 
cerning  the  physical,  moral  spiritual 
and  doctrinal  fitness  of  these  candi¬ 
dates  for  appointment.  Tlfe  repre¬ 
sentative  character  of  the  board  helps 
to  hold  the  Board  to  the  norm  of 
our  denominational  life  and  princi¬ 
ples.  The  October  meeting  Is  when 
the  target  appropriations  of  the  year 
are  made,  and  It  Is  desirable  that  all 
the  members  be  present  to  scan  the 
estimates  on  which  these  appropria¬ 
tions  are  made  and  assume  their  right 
ful  responsibility  for  the  use  of  the 
money  which  the  denomination  has 
contributed  to  Foreign  Missions.

As  It  Is  now  a 
man  may  be  a  Methodist  today,  a 
Catholic  tomorrow,  and  an  Adventist 
the  next  day.  As'  all  the  work  has 
been  entirety  Individual  and  property 
deeded  to  the  Individual  pastors,  uner 
such  conltlons  we  had  no  definite  pol¬ 
icy  a*  to  the  orthodoxy  and  their 
teaching." 

(4)  The  Foreign  Mission  Board 
having  in  its  membership  representa¬ 
tives  from  the  entl'e  South  and  with 
pie  whole  denomination  ibehind  fit. 
can  put  Into  effect  on  the  mislon  fields 
those  missionary  policies  which  the  de¬ 
nomination  approves  and  which  are  in 
keeping  with  the  genius  and  faith  of 
our  people.  This  has  been  illustrated 
In  recent  years  when  union  schemes 
have  brought  to  bear  such  pressure  on 
missionaries  and  native  churches  that 
individuals  could  not  have  resisted. 
With  its  eyes  trained  upon  the  mission 
fields,  familiar  with  movement*  In  the 
missionary  world,  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  has  been  able  to  announce 
and  to  put  into  effect  missionary  pol-( 
Idea  which  have  s  ved  Southern  Bap-( 
and  handicap  of  aggressive  and  power¬ 
ful  movements  for  federation  which 
would  have  largely  destroyed  the  de¬ 
nominational  character  of  our  foreign 
mission  work  when  once  In  full  force  o 
operation.  A  letter  has  today  come 
from  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  (North) 
In  which  this  Secretary  says.  "No  one 
who  Is  Interested  in  the  promotion  of 
miss'on  work,  studlng  It  both  abroad 
and  In  this  country  can  be  unaware 
of  the  poslticn  taken  by  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Bap. 
tlst  Convention  on  matters  of  cooper¬ 
ation.

1  tury  of  experience  In  Foreign  Mission 
,i  work.  During  this  time  they  have 
|  made  some  demonstration*  and  have 
f  gained  some  experience.  A  close  and 
•  wide  study  of  this  one  hundred  years 
■ '  of  Baptist  Foreign  Missions  will  rlch- 
ly  reward  any  man  who  wishes  to 
gather  Inspiration  for  the  work  and  In- 
I  formation  to  guide  In  the  wisest  con¬ 
duct  of  It  This  article  must  be  brief 
and  will  therefore  confine  Itself  to 
P  one  lesson  which  Is  plainly  taught  by 
j  the  experience  of  a  century.  It  Is  this: 
There  are  distinct  and  Orcat  advan . 
tages  both  for  the  work  on  the  for 
. !  eign  fir  Id  i  and  for  the  churche s  at 
i  home  which  support  it  by  conducting 
fj  f Ait  enterprise  as  a  Joint  and  ro-ope i 
alive  one. 

J.  Here  are  some  of  the  advantages 
;  which  are  gained  on  the  field  by  eo- 
(1)  In  cooperative 


gone  out  upder  individual  auspices 
have  come  to  disappointment  and  dis¬ 
tress.  The  student  of  a  hundred  years 
of  foreign  mission  hlsto-y  will  find  a- 
bundant  Illustration  to  ^trove  that  the 
Individual  method  has  made  convinc¬ 
ing  demonstrations  and  that  this  de¬ 
monstration  thoroughly  discredits  such 
method,1  whllje  the  cooperative  method 
has  grown  from  strength  to  strength 
multiplied  converts  (with  the  success¬ 
ive  years,  ropted  (he  gob  pel  of  Christ 
permaqtly  Ini  a  hundred  .mission  fields 
and  given  certain  promises  of  a  day 
of  victory  for  this  enterprise. 

2.  The  advantages  to  the  home  chur¬ 
ches  and  to  Individuals  who  would  aot 
support  Foreign  Missions  Is  even  more 
In. favor  of  cooperation  and  unfavor¬ 
able  to  the  Individual  method. 

(1)  In  the  first  place,  the  Individ¬ 
ual  method  enlists  Individuals  and 
churches  who  In  the  great  majority 
of  cases  lack  -the  Information  concern¬ 
ing  foreign  mission  fields  which  en. 
ables  them  to  make  wise  choice  of 
fields  which  shall  benefit  by  their  In¬ 
vestments,  and  they  are  usually  under 
necessity  of  contributing  to  the  sup¬ 
port  of  men  who  themseves,  while  act¬ 
ing  under  good  Impulses,  are  wanting 
In  Information  concerning  mission 
fields  and  methods  which  win.  Those 
who  contribute,  put  their  money  Into 
Individuals  Who  generally  choose  their 
own  fields,  spend  the  money  on  Indi¬ 
vidual  Judgement  rather  than  on  the 
Judgement  of  careful  students  of  mis¬ 
sions  who  hare  sat  In  conference  on 
estimates  and  needs.  Naturally  the 
Individual  missionary  realizing  keen¬ 
ly  his  personal  needs  and  the  needs  of 
the  field  in  Which  he  Is  immediately 
concerned  spends  the  money  In  a  lim¬ 
ited  area  for  a  limited  work  and  gives 
to  the  contributor  a  small  view  of  mis¬ 
sions  Instead  of  a  large  view  of  a  great 
world  enterprise.  Sooner  or  later  the 
individual  loses  Inspiration,  and  his  In¬ 
terest  w<hen  he  finds  that  his  contribu¬ 
tions  have  not  fulfilled  his  expectation 
In  giving  the  gospel  of  Christ  to  the 
watting  multitudes,  (  , 

(!)  The  cooperative  method  pro¬ 
tects  the  churches  and  Individuals  tron 
a  multitude  of  personal  appeals,  and 
frequently  unworthy  appeals  which 
men  with  glib  tongues  make  effectual 
on  the  strength  of  foreign  mission  sen¬ 
timent  which  Is  alive  In  most  Baptist 
hearts.  There  has  been  great  abuse  of 
the  churches  and  of  Individual  con¬ 
tributors  by  unscrupulous  men  In  mak¬ 
ing  personal  appeals,  and  often  by 
good  but  misguided  and  unwise  men 
who  have  made  these  appeals.  The 
Foreign  Mission  Board  has  under  ap. 
pointment  489  foreign  missionaries  be¬ 
sides  978  native  workers  In  the  differ¬ 
ent  countries.

operative  work 
work  the  denomination  chooses  a  com¬ 
pany  of  men  to  constitute  the  agency 
through  which  the  work  shall  be  done 
and  which  Is  made  responsible  to  the 
denomination  for  1  s  conduct  Such 
board  Is  required  to  familla  Ize  Itself 
with  the  mission  fields,  make  careful 
selection  of  men  with  which  to  man 
them,  locate  the  missionaries  at  stra- 
getlc  points,  conserving  economy  in 
the  distribution  of  the  workers  and 
seeking  concert  of  action  on  he  field. 
In  this  way  congestion  Is  avoided,  the 
witness  to  the  gospel  is  distributed 
over  a  larger  terrlto  y,  and  expansion 
of  the  work  moves  with  orderliness 
nd  steadiness.  The  young  man  whose 
heart  warms  for  the  mission  field  and 
yearns  for  the  heathen  Is  not  always 
rich  In  Information  abou  the  geogra¬ 
phy  of  the  mission  fields,  nor  wtsse 
concerning  stragetlc  centers.  The  ex¬ 
perienced  men  who  constitute  a  mis¬ 
sion  board  are  Invaluable  as  advisors 
to  such  at  the  beginning  of  their  labors 

(2)  The  cooperative  method  sus¬ 
tains  the  work  which  has  been  estab¬ 
lished  and  rarely  abandons  a  field 
when  once  It  has  been  occupied,  an  or¬ 
ganization  such  as  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  can.  If  put  to  the  stern  nec¬ 
essity,  borrow  money  to  keep  workers 
on  the  field  and  hold  Imperilled  sit. 
uatlons  until  the  tide  turns  and  ade 
quate  support  1*  forthcoming  from 
the  churches. 

(3)  This  cooperative  method  has. 
too.  Its  guarantee  a*  to  the  preserv¬ 
ation  and  promulgation  of  a  true  and 
a  faithful  denominational  Ism  on  the 
foreign  field  as  well  as  the  common

Camp.  My  return  a  month  ago,  af^er 
I  was  reported  dead,  was  the  cause  of 
much  rejoicing  In  my  homj. 

"I  have  a  hazy  remembrance  of  the 
swim  across  the  swift,  dark  river,  ply 
strength  failed  before  we  reached  fhe 
current,  but  Pomp  swam  with  kne 
across  the  stream.  I  was  exhausted. 
We  hid  In  the  swamps  for  days.  I  Was 
delirious  with  fever,  but  good  old 
Pomp  managed  to  take  me  to  a  fish¬ 
erman’s  cabin.  He  carried  me  In  his 
arms  for  ten  miles.  For  a  month  jhe 
nursed  me.  and  when  the  fever  broke 
we  made  another  start  for  home.l  I 
was  too  weak  to  walk,  and  he  again 
carried  me  on  hta  back  as  he  had  In 
my  childhood. 

“There  was  a  relapse,  and  we  foJbd 
shelter  with  ’  poor  farmer.  I  remrin 
ber  little  after  we  left  the  farm  except 
there  were  occasional  rid**  ln  passing 
wagons,  and  frequent  stops  to  rest  * 
money  was  gone  and  Pomp  begged  and 


worked  for  enough  to  keep  us  alive. 

“One  evening  about  dusk.  I  opened 
my  eyes  and  beheld  my  dear  old  home. 
A  light  shown  from  a  window  of  Moth¬ 
er's  room.  And  there  she  and  Sister 
Sue  sat.  sewing.  1  thought  It  was  a 
fantasy  of  my  fevered  brain,  but  Pomp 
strode  on  up  the  steps.  Into  the  hall, 
and  walked  into  Mother's  room  as  if 
he  had  been  gone  but  a  few  days.  He 
laid  me  on  the  bed  as  tenderly  as  he 
would  a  baby  as  said  with  pride:

The  Sunday  School  Committee  gives 
only  the  arrest  of  Paul  In  the  Scrip 
ture  reading  for  this  lesson,  but  I 
think  that  we  need  to  look  at  the 
whole  passage  of  Scripture  If  we  are 
to  get  the  truth  taught  and  the  lessons 
that  should  be  ours  as  we  study  ol 
Paul’s  visit  tc  Jerusalem. 

‘hirst-  We  no.j  that  Paul's  comini 
to  Jerussalem  was  of  his  own  desire 
to  bring  to  the  Jew  the  great  message 
of  salvation  that  ho  had  from  his 
Lord-  As  we  have  seen  In  a  previous 
lesson  Paul's  friends  tried  to  persuade 
oim  not  to  enter  Jerusalem.  But  he 
thinks  best  and  goes  his  way.  When 
hr  reaches  the  City  be  finds  the  breth¬ 
ren  very  much  concerned  about  tl 
coming.  Jbey  did  not  know  what  his 
visit  might  lead  to.  The  people  would 
wan*,  to  see  him  and  hear  of  his 
work.  They  (the  bretheren)  had  been 
very  much  affected  by  his  story  an<* 
surely  the  people  would  be,  so  to  meet 
this  situation  they  offered  to  Paul  a 
proposition,  which  seemed  right  am 
one  In  whit*  he  could  agree,  ln-eo-far 
as  his  own  life  was  concerned.  But 
what  of  the  people,  would  they  see  It 
as  he  d^'  The  out-come  shows  that 
never  the  less  Paul  a c 
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trial  before  the  Council.  This  council 
was  Jewisn,  known  as  the  Sanhedrin, 
with  the  high  Priest  Ananiaa  as  Judge 
The  trial  seemed  to  be  an  unfair  one 
from  the  beginning,  as  we  see  from 
the  command  of  Ananias  to  smite  Pau 
Paul  answers  back,  but  does  not  mean 
to  speak  evil  of  the  high  office  of 
Priest.  As  Paul  sees  that  (here  Is  no 
hope  of  Justice,  he  devldes  the  council 
by  appealing  to  the  Pharisee  part  of 
the  council.  In  the  uproar  that  follows 
Paul  would  hav«  been  torn  to  pieces, 
If  the  chief  captain  had  not  rescued 
him.  Right  here,  before  we  come  to 
the  fourth  s(ep  In  the  arrest,  we  find 
the  Lord  coming  to  Paul  in  a  vision 
Tho'  Paul  was  not  as  faithful  as  he 
should  have  been,  we  find  the  Lord 
faithful.  He  wanted  Paul  for  a  greate- 
work.  so  be  cheers  him  for  that  work 
b/  giving  him  this  vision.  Psul's  cour 
age  Is  renewed  and  he  faces  the  future 
with  new  hope.  The  fourth  step  In  the 
trial  is  the  conspiracy  of  mote  (har 
forty  Jews.  They  wanted  Paul's  life 
but  the  Lord  used  a  little  lad  to  :> 

I  this  plot  to  the  chief  captal 
thus  defeating  tbelr  plan.  Here  we  see 
that  man  cannot  harm  when  God  has 
other  plans  for  His  own.  It  IS  wondrr 
ful  as  a  faith  builder  If  we  only  look 
at  it  as  God  has  placed  It  here.  Hie 
ptomlse  to  Paul  could  not  be  broken 
so  the  conspiracy  tied  to  fall.  The 
last  of  the  arrest  as  far  as  Paul's  sta> 
In  Jerusalem  'a  concerned  Is  now  reach 
ed  and  Paul  Is  sent  to  Caesarea  to  be 
tried  by  Felix,  as  we  will  see  In  our 
future  lessons. 

Now  for  a  closing  thought  let  us 
ge(  the  Truth  that  Is  golden.

Paul's  life  hung  In  the  balance,  for 
Socond.  The  arrest  and  trial  of  Pau' 
the  mob  wanted  his  life  and  would 
have  had  it  but  for  the  timely  arrival 
of  the  Chief  Captain.  This  arrest  was 
first  of  all,  a  rescue.  The  Chief  Cap¬ 
tain  wanted  to  eave  Paul's  life,  sec¬ 
ond  tt  was  a  holding  until  proof  could 
be  found  to  prove  Paul’s  guilt.  Le 
Paul  is  rescued  he  asks  permission  to 
speak  to  the  mob.  The  Chief  Captain 
marvels  that  Paul  is  a  Jew  of  learning 
He  permits  him  to  speak.  Paul  ad¬ 
dresses  the  mob.  Tbls  address  has 
three  points  of  Interest  for  us  at  this 
time.  First— Paul  tells  them  of  his 
own  falthfullness  to  the  Jewish  re¬ 
ligion  as  theirs,  that  he  too,  had 
persecuted-  Second — the  conversion  of 
Paul.  He  tells  It  so  as  to  ipake  them 
see  why  he  was  not  as  they  were  at 
that  moment  And  third — God's  work 
for  him,  how  he  was  to  bear  the  new 
message  of  salvation  to  the  Qentlles. 
This  mob  heard  him  thus  far  and  then 
went  wild  with  rage  at  the  mention 
of  that  hated  name  **Oentlle."  Paul 
wanted  to  reach  the  Jew,  but  It  seems 
that  it  was  Impossible  for  him  to  do  so. 
He  always  gave  them  the  first  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  accepting  the  Ooepel,  here 
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'God  Is  our 
refuge  and  strength,  a  very  present 
help  In  trouble.  Therefore  will  we  no' 
fear."
